Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-9, 1 1-19, 21-29 are allowed; remmibered as claims 1-27. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited prior arts (US 
6549947 to Suzuki and US 4651278 to Herzog et al) of record teach a method and printing 
system for interfacing with a printer driver for receiving and transmitting acknowledgement 
reply, but the prior arts of record fail to teach and/or suggest "transmitting an acknowledgement 
reply to the printer driver in an asynchronous processing mode in response to the 
acknowledgement request before completing the initial check of the sent data to cause the printer 
driver to send further data; resynchronizing data processing operations in response to detecting 
an error in the received data by beginning a synchronous processing mode in which the 
acknowledgement reply is sent to the printer driver in response to the acknowledgement request 
after completing the initial check of the resent data and in combinations of other features" as 
cited in independent claims 1, 7, 11, 17, 21, and 27, see Examiner's amendment for more 
details. The examiner found neither prior art cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, found 
any motivation to combine any of prior arts that teaches the above limitations and in 
combinations of other features cited in claims 1, 7, 11, 17, 21, and 27, see Examiner's 
amendment for more details.
